TORRANCE DELEGATION HEARS 
GOVERNOR AT WILLOWBROOK

Members of the Harbor District 
Chambers of Commerce were pleas­ 
antly surprised at Wlllowbrook Thurs­ 
day night when Gov. Friend W. Rich­ 
ardson walked, Into the banquet hall 
with Frank Merrlam, speaker of the 
California state assembly and presi­ 
dent of the associated chambers.

The governor's visit had not been 
announced and he received a great 
ovation as he entered the hall. Gov. 
Richardson spoke interestingly of his 
program of economy In the admin­ 
istration of state affairs.

"I challenge comparison," he said,
"with the previous administration or
any other administration In any
branch of the state government."

Praises Body
The governor praised the organiza­ 

tion for the interest It Is taking In 
good government and public Improve­ 
ments. He pointed out that his en­ 
emies in the state are attempting to 
discredit his attempts to eliminate 
waste in the expenditures of Cali­ 
fornia money.

Salary increases for teadhers in 
Los Angeles county were adopted by 
the board of education Tuesday.

Under the new schedule which 
takes effect with the opening of 
school next fall the Torrance high 
school principal will receive $400 a 
month. The rate for junior high and 
assistant principal in Torrance will 
be $320 a month.

The new salary for the Lomita 
high principal will be $400 a month.

from $140 to $210 per month.
Kindergarten teachers, single ses­ 

sion, $130 to $155 per month.
Kindergarten assistants, single ses­ 

sion, $105 to $125 per month.

to $360 per month, depending on the
